Demons  Tie  For  Second  Place  In  GSC 


Relegated  to  the  second  division 
in  Gulf  States  Conference  play  in 
early  season  predictions,  the  De- 
mon football  team  overcame  an 
early  losing  streak  and  broke  into 
the  win  column  for  a  season's  rec- 
ord of  six  wins,  two  losses,  and 
two  ties.  One  of  the  wins  listed 
was  a  forfeiture  of  the  McNeese 
State  game  due  to  an  ineligible 
player. 

Following  the  defeat  of  Louisi- 
ana College  (18-7)  and  Stetson 
Lniversity  1 13-7  I.  the  Demons  bat- 
tled the  Tech  Bulldogs  to  a  score- 
less tie  and  came  back  to  defeat 
Howard  Payne  18-6.  Against 
Northeast  State  at  Monroe,  the 
Demons  were  expecting  a  terrific 
battle,  since  Northeast  was  the 
highest  scoring  team  in  the  con- 
ference. The  Demons  were  evi- 
dently "up"  for  this  game  and 
piled  up  a  score  of  24  points  before 
the  Indians,  on  the  last  play,  con- 
nected for  a  touchdown  pass  to 
end  the  game  24-7. 

Against  the  Southwestern  Bull- 
dogs on  Homecoming  Day,  Tolar. 
Hale,  and  Hennigan,  aided  by  Mc- 
New  and  Hoffpauir.  racked  up  476 
yards  against  the  Bulldogs'  224 
yards  for  a  stunning  38-19  vic- 
tory. However,  the  Demon  scoring 
spree    did    not    get    into    positive 


action  until  the  fourth  quarter. 
With  the  Demons  leading  18-13  in 
the  third  quarter,  Southwestern's 
Lewis  completed  a  pass,  good  for 
39  yards,  to  the  Demon  5.  McNew 
threw  Davis  for  a  loss,  but  Fore- 
man drove  to  the  one-yard  line 
and  Davis  drove  over  for  a  touch- 
down, gaining  the  lead  19-18. 

Two  fourth-down  gambles,  one 
by  each  club,  failed  and  left  the 
Demons  in  possession  of  the  ball 
on  their  own  32.  On  the  first  play 
Hale  broke  over  right  tackle  and 
raced  68  yards  to  the  end  zone. 
Fontenot  converted.  Brudder  Wam- 
pold  took  a  21-yard  pass.  Henni- 
gan picked  up  8,  McNew  rolled 
to  the  22,  and  Tolar  roared  over 
for  another  TD. 

Late  in  the  game  Hoffpauir 
flipped  a  pass  to  Mixon  Bankston 
on  the  SLI  20.  Bankston  rico- 
cheted the  pass  to  Kidd.  who  went 
over  for  the  final  score. 

Playing  for  the  Conference 
championship  against  Southeast- 
ern, the  Demons  took  an  early 
lead  to  go  ahead  15-6,  but  the 
Lions  were  not  to  be  denied  and 
fought  back  to  bring  the  score 
to  15-13,  and  scored  again  on 
two  successive  15-yard  penalties 
against  the  Demons,  winning  by 
a  score  of  20-15.
